Captain Samuel Brady wai the Daniel Booce 


of Ohio, and w»» •* HBeiwst in the set lament 
of that State, w his illwtrhMU cotenmor .ry was 
in ettobUrtingttudoBiainof the white man in 
the State of Kentucky. He entered tt e army 
at tbe eommencment of our rerolutioDsr r strug- 
gle, and was engaged at tbe siege of Bo ton as 
well a* in many other important eontet u dur- 
ing tbe war for Indipendence. He was a»lieu- 
tenant under Wayne at the massacre u'Paoli, 
when that officer Was surprised, anil tht great- 
er portion of bii command cut to pek es and 
destroyed in cold blood. Toward the close of 
tbe war, he was captain of a corps of 'angers 
at Fort Eitt, under Coloiiel Brodhea I, and 
rendered effectual service against the ' ndians 
who were in league with tbe British, ie bad 
lost a father and brother at the hands of he red 
skins, and swore to take a terrible revenge. 


To a mind fertile ill expedient, and q iek at 


a flash of light in its deliberation*, he > dded a 
frame well knit, though slight, ami a c< nstitu- 
tion of iron mould. He was an Indian fighter 
eon amort, and the greater portion of hi : time 
was spent in the war path. Many ire the 
deed* of daring and thrilling adventure -elated 
of him. A volume mi^ht be written e ubrac- 
ing the adventure* and hair breadth esc: peg of 
the gallant captain, but, ia common with an 
immense mass of unwritten traditions -qually 
valuable and interesting, they are fast being 
forgotten and buried in tbe graves of 110 past 
generation. The following incident, al hough 
it has been frequently published, may yet be 
new to many of our readers. 


On one occasion, while out with a.ira .11 par- 


ty ol hi* rangers in pursuit of the Indii •>», be
